Berlin, Jan. 19 (By A. P. 
President von Hindenburg, resum- | 
ing the role of field marchal, to-; 


day summoned the leaders of the’ 


reichstag parties to the executive, 
mansion, and, after demanding that 
all political bickerings and contro- 
versy cease, plainly intimated that 
the choice lay between a dictator- 
ship or parliamentary government. 

Pettifogging politics as exhibited 
in the German parliamentary crisis 
roused the old soldier ire of Von 
Hindenburg, and he determined to 
put an end to the political im- | 
passe which has left Germany with- | 
out a duly authorized government 
for more than six weeks. 

The president’s forceful language 
and unquestioned determination 
had the desired effect, for less than 
three hours after the political lead- 
ers had left his presence, Chancel- 
lor Luther was able to announce the 
roster of his new cabinet, which he 
will introduce in the _ reichstag 
Thursday. . |

meeting of more than a score of 
senators who object to the elimina- 
tion of the inheritance tax. 

Later the opposition bloc claimed 
to have increased its strength to 
30. It was stated at the meeting, 
attended by some of the most de- 
termined ‘‘fighting senators.” that 
they would oppose this feature of 
the bill to the last ditch and hear 
no compromise. 

(By the Associated Press. ) 

The Senate compromise tax re- 
duction bill was looked upon with 
hopeful but skeptical eyes yester- 
day at the White House and at the 
Treasury. 

It was stated at the White House 
that, while President Coolidge was 
in fayor of retirement of the Fed- 
eral government from the field of 
inheritance taxation in favor of the 
states, he was not prepared to state 
whether the time had come for re- 
peal of the Federal levy, as pro- 
posed by the bill. 


Would Raise Corporation Rate. 


Compilation of estimates on the 
total reduction provided for in the 
bill, meanwhile, brought a quick 
alarm from the Treasury when it 
was disclosed that thé’ measure 
would make a slash of almost 
$400,000,000 in the nation’s reve- 
nues this year. The Senate finance 
committee was immediately called 
into session, and dividing on party 
lines, the Republicans voted to in- 


of the bill into law. 

The committee previously had 
voted to increase this levy from 
12142 to 13 per cent on taxes paid 
this year and to 13% per cent next 
year to offset the loss of revenue 
expected from the proposed repeal 
of the capital stock tax. By making 
the rate 13149 per cent immediate- 
ly, Chairman Smoot estimated this 
would yield $43,000,000 additional 
revenue this year and cut the re 


000,000. 
Cut Believed too Great. 


Even this excess over the $330,- 
000,009 limit approved by Secre- 
tary Mellon was frowned upon by 
the President, who felt that, while 
the Treasury might stand the addi- 
tional reduction, difficulties might 
be encountered if there was a de- 
pression in business which would 
decrease government revenues. 

Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee, announced that he would 
propose to the Senate that it meet 
any tax reduction abore the Treas- 
ury surplus by amendment of the 
sinking fund provisions rather than 
through increases in taxes. 

He proposed that the amount of 
the sinking fund, created to retire 
the public debt, be increased from 
2% per cent of the domestic debt 
to 3% per cent, and that the cost 
of this be cut by applying to it the 
payments received from foreign na- 
tions on account of war debts. 

This would increase from $253,- 
000,000 to $360,000,000 the an- 
nual amount of the sinking fund, 
Senator Simmons estimated, but of 
this sum, about $175,000,000 would 
be provided by debt payments, and

MOVE FOR CLOTURE 


Johnson and Reed Assail 


Propaganda in U. S. ° 
for Protocol. 


OPPOSITION REPORTED 
INCREASING IN WEST 


Partiality Alleged in Tactics 
of Proponents in Charge 
of Debate.

Opponents of the world court 
scored heavily yesterday through 
speeches by Senators Hiram John- 
son and Reed of Missouri, through 
the abandonment of the cloture 
move and through encouraging re- 
ports of anticourt sentiment in the 
country, especially the West. 

The tax bill will be reported to 
the Senate today, and it is believed 
that further anticourt sentiment 
may develop if it appears to the 
country that internationalists are 
endangering the hope for tax re- 
ductions by March 15. Altogether 
it was a rather discouraging day 
for procourt forces. 

A new leader appeared, however, 
in carrying the banner of world 
peace. Senator Heflin consumed a 
good part of the afternoon with an 
eloquent speech which pleased the 
galleries far more than it pleased 
Senator Lenroot, leader of the pro- 
court drive. Mr. Heflin made it un- 
mistakably clear that he was for 
peace, for the league and for the 
court. He also made it clear that 
he had never read the court statute 
or the protocol, for he mixed them 
up indiscriminately and finally 
solved the difficulty by repeated 
references to “‘this proposition.” 

Meet Hour Earlier Today. 


But Mr. Lenroot, nevertheless, 
holds the opposition guilty of time 
wasting and brought about a recess 
until 11 o’clock instead of noon to- 
day, after the fireworks were over, 
so that the hour's lost time might 
be made up. 

In this connection there is de- 
veloping a bitter feeling in the 
Senate over the methods which Sen- 
ator Lenroot is following in deal- 
ing with the court opponents. The 
direct charge of unfairness was 
made by one of the leaders last 
night, who pointed out that even 
the closest of Mr. Lenroot’s associ- 
ates, including Senator Curtis, the 
Republican leader, do not entirely 
sanction a program which gives 
every consideration to the court 
supporters and denies like privi- 
leges to those who are against the

is pointed out, there was no dis- 
posiion to hurry or harass them. 
Senator Swanson made a speech, 
after which the Senate adjourned. 
Senator Walsh made a_ speech. 
after which adjournment was 
taken. Mr. Walsh then made a 
second carefully prepared speech 
on a different day and a third on 
another day and on each occasion 
it apparently was felt that the Sen- 
ate had heard enough and could 
adjourn. The same treatment was 
accorded Senator Bruce, who spoke 
for the court.

More Power and Pay. 


Sweeping disapproval of all the 
chief proposals of the Blanton bill 
to increase the salary and power of 
the director of traffic was expressed 
yesterday by the District board of 
commissioners in a report on the 
measure to Congress. Plain lan- 
guage was employed to express the 
commissioners’ disapproval of the 
critical attitude of Director M. O.

England outranks the United 
States in the average quality 
its law profession because 
British lawyers are better educat- 
ed and have a higher sense of 
dignity, Associate Justice Harlan 
F. Stone, of the United States 
Supreme Court, declared at the 
initiation banquet of ‘Phi Beta 
Gamma of the National university 
in the Mayflower hotel last night. 

“Our profession is better trained 
technically in this country than in 
any other nation in the world,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘yet the average qual- 
ity of our profession is not equal , 
to the English bar.’’ 

This is true, according to Justiee 
Stone, not because the British are 
better trained but because they are 
better educated. He said he did 
not use the word “educated” in 
its narrow sense of going to col- 
lege but rather in the broader 
sense of a better realization of the 
relation of the profession to other 
phases of the social order. He 
concluded with an appeal to the 
students to seek a better sense of 
proportion and endeavor to hu- 
manize the profession.

Every provision of the Mexican 
a‘ntialien land law’’ was defended 
in a statement by Foreign Minister 
Saenz, made public here last night 
by the Mexican embassy, simulta- 
ueously with its issuance at Mexico 
City. 

The document, about 4,000 
words in length, was in the form of 
a diplomatic brief similar to the 
communications sent by Mexico to 
the United States in reply to the 
American protests which followed 
the original promulgation of the 
Mexican Constitution of 1917, with 
its famous Article 27, which the 
land law is designed to effect. The 
protests of the United States gov- 
ernment directed against retro- 
active provisions of the law in the 
last few months were not men- 
tioned in the statement. 

Minister Saenz asserted at the 
outset that “‘the organic law of sec- 
tion 1 of Article 27 of the Constitu- 
tiou can not be considered as an 
alien law,’’ because it does not treat 
of the status of foreigners, but of 
the constitutional rights ‘‘of. Mexi- 
cans and Mexican corporations for 
the acquisition of lands, waters and 
their appurtenances, or of conces- 
sions to develop mines, waters and 
mineral! fuels in the republic.’’ He 
emphasized that the foreigner was 
given every right to acquire land, 
stock in Mexican companies or con- 
cessions, if he ‘‘agrees not to have 
recourse to other means of making 
his rights effective than those which 
are granted bv Mexican laws tq 
Mexicans.”’ 


Must Waiye Appcals. 


The law provides that land, or 
stock in corporations owning land, 
legally acquired, may be enjoyed 
until death, but that heirs, to come 
into possession of it, must agree 
not to appeal] to their governments 
in eases of disputes involving it. 
The State Department has taken the 
position that no American can waive 
his national rights in such manner.

Says Provisions Ample. 


‘“‘As it will be seen, the law, far 
from injuring acquired rights, is ex- 
tremely lenient with foretgners, 
since it affords them ample oppor- 
tunity to comply with the provisions 
of the constitution of the repub- 
lic. * + a ‘ 

“The requirements (of waiving 
the right to appeal to a foreign gov- 
ernment) are merely a condition 
imposed by Mexico, in the form of 
an agreement concluded between 
the foreigner and the government. 
When any of the parties to an 
agreement does not carry it out, he 
becomes subject to the penalties 
provided for in the agreement or jn 
other laws. In this case, it is a mat- 
ter of a penalty established in the 
agreement itself. It ts a condition 
to permit a foreigner to acquire real 
property in Mexico.’ 

Referring to the prospective reg- 
ulations under the law, which, it 
has been promised, will lessen the 
pressure of the new law upon for- 
eigners, the statement said that the 
“obligation imposed on foreigners 
to acquire participation in Mexican 
corporations might be construed as 
setting up a hindrance to the. de- 
velopment of stock companies,”’ but 
that the regulations would provide 
that Mexican stock companies might 
obtain permission to make an agree- 
ment in the name of their stock- 
holders for them to be considered 
as Mexicans, “‘in so far as regards 
their participations and placing on 
the printed shares such a stipula- 
tion.”’ 

Sees Rights Protected. 
The rights of petroleum and min- 


ing companies holding concessions 
or franchises only to the subsoil, the

which, he insisted, is to ‘“‘reserve to 
Mexicans what is essential in the 
cultivation and enjoyment of arable 
lands.”’

‘It is possible to point out that 
thés policy of the Mexican govern- 
ment is more liberal: than that of 
the United States, where, by means 
of immigration laws, foreigners are 
practically barred from establish- 
ing themselves in its territory, in a 
great part of which residence is re- 
quired as a condition to the acqul- 
sition of real property.”

Toledo, Jan. 19 (By A. P.).—The 
body of Mary Handley, 42 years 
old, seventh victim of a «lubber 
in Toledo in less than a year, was 
found early today in a yard next 
to her home. Her head was crushed 
and she had been gagged with 
strips of cloth torn from _ her 
clothing. 

Blood stains on the sidewalk, 
police said, indicate Miss Handley 
had been attacked there and 
dragged into the yard. -The body

when she started her daughter to 
school today.

Miss Handley had been away 
from her home since Sunday morn- 
ing. She had gone on a trip and 
was expected to return Sunday 
night. With the finding of the 
body of Miss Handley, fear of the 
clubber again spread throughout 
the city, and the authorities were 
renewing their efforts to find the 
man who has thrown terror in the 
hearts of thousands of Toledo 
women in the last few months. A 
reward of $1.000 offered by the 
city council several months ago, fol- 
lowing the death of the second 
woman, still stands. 


Wide Search Is Vain. 


Last September, October and 


November the police department of 


the city received almost nightly 
calls from various sections of the 
city reporting renewed attacks by 
the clubber. On investigation 
many of these were found to be 
erroneous, Many women having im- 
agined they had seen the clubber. 
For several nights citizens organ- 
ized hunts for the clubber and pa- 
raded the streets armed with im- 
provised weapons. A dozen or more 
suspects were arrested, but all were 
released, as there was not evidence 
For 
months Toledo women have feared 
to venture on the streets alone after 
nightfall. 

The strange history of the club- 
ber’s terrorization opens on May 
24, 1925, when Mrs. Emma Hat- 
field, 48, was attacked by a mys- 
terious assailant as she passed an 
alley. She was dragged into the 
alley and beaten on the head with 
a club or hammer. Her clothes 
were shredded, her body had a 
hundred cuts and bruises, and her 
skull splintered in several different 
places. Mrs. Hatfield, almost in- 
sane from fear and semiconscious 
from the beating was able to give 
only a disconnected account of the 
attack. She died on September 9.

hundred and thirteenth anniversary 
of his birth. 

Eleanor Chambers, president of 
the Mildred Lee chapter, Children of 
the Confederacy, placed a wreath of 
red and white carnations, colors of 
the Confederacy, on his statue in the 
Capitol, A number of children, 
members of the organization, some 
carrying the Stars and Stripes, and 
one carrying the Stars and Bars of | 
the Confederacy, presented a pic- 
turesque spectacle. 

Participating in the exercises, was 
Mrs. Robert. E. Lee, widow of the 
eldest grandson of Gen. Lee. 

The ceremony at the Capitol was 
in charge of two veterans, one Rep- 
resentative Steadman, of North 
Carolina, who served as a major in 
the Southern army, and who has 
the added distinction of being the 
only Confederate veteran in Con- 
gress; the other was John N. Fol- 
lin, of Warrenton, Va., who wore 
the gray uniform of a colonel of 
the Confederacy. |

A SET OF FACTS. 

Apropos of the debate in the Senate 
on Monday with regard to the advisory 
opinion of the international court to the 
council of the league of nations, touch- 
ing the Mosul dispute between Great 
Britain and Turkey, reference was made 
to the origin of Britain’s claim to Mosul. 

It appears that Mosul was given 
secretly to Great Britain on February 15, 


1919, by Premier Clemenceau, of France. - 
The two powers had secretly arranged in 
1916 for the division of Turkish territory 
between them. Great Britain was to get 
Mesopotamia and France was to get 
Syria-and a piece of territory including 
Mosul. The two powers quarreled over 
the spoils, and secret correspondence was 
earried on between them long after the 
United States entered the war. 

President Wilson was kept in igno- 
rance of the arrangements. He first 
learned of them when he reached Paris 
and attended a meeting of the “Big 
Four,” held without the knowledge of 
the other heads of states attending the 
peace conference. This meeting was 
held on March 20, 1919.- Minutes were 
kept of this secret meeting, and they are 
published in the third volume of Ray 
Stannard Baker’s ‘Woodrow Wilson and 
World Settlement.” Among those pres- 
ent at the meeting were President Wil- 
son, Mr. Lloyd George A. J. Balfour, M. 
Clemenceau, M. Pichon and Signor 
Orlando. The minutes read in part as 
follows : 

Syria and Turkey—M. Clemenceau sug- 
gested that M. Pichon should open the 
discussion. M. Pichon began by explain- 
ing that the origin of this question was 
the agreement of May, 1916 (Sykes- 
Picot), concluded between Great Britain 
and France regard to Mesopotamia, 
Syria and the adjoining regions. This 
agreement had two objects. First, to de- 
tach the Arabs from the Turks; second, 
to decide the claims of Great Britain and 
France. (M. Pichon proceeded to out- 
line on map the Turkish territories 
which Great Britain Irance had 
agreed to give to each other.) 

As the difiiculties between the two 
governments continued, and as the French 

particularly did not wish 
point where ultimate 
agreement would compromised, the 
president of the (Clemenceau), 
on his visit to London in December, 1918, 
had asked Mr. Lloyd George to confirm 
the agreement between the two countries. 
Mr. Lloyd George had replied that he saw 

no difficulty aboug the rights of France in 
Syria and Cilicia, but he made demands 
for certain places which he thought 
should be included in the British zone, 
and which, under the 1916 agreement, 
were in the French zone of influence, 
namely, Mosul. He also asked for Pales- 
tine. M. Clemenceau had, on his return 

to Paris, been desirous that this sugges- 
tion should be examined in the most fay- 
orable spirit. In consequence, he had 
ordered a scheme of agreement to be pre- 
pared, with the inclusion of Mosul in the 
BRtish zone of influence, and this had 
bqqn handed to the British government 
~~“ 15th of February, 1919. 
Mr. Lloyd George said that . . . in re- 
gd to Mosul, he wished to acknowledge 
thf cordial spirit in which M. Pichon had 
mot our desires. 
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When the Treaty of Versailles was 
made, it was provided in‘ the first part 
(covenant of the league of nations) that 
mandates should be given, and the league 
proceeded to award mandates according 
to the secret arrangement above recited. 
President Wilson was obliged to agree to 
the proceeding in order to gain accept- 
ance of his league of nations plan. 

Turkey refused to accept the arrange- 
ment, and in 1922 made fresh war and 
threw the Greeks out of Smyrna. Peace 
negotiations were held at Lausanne, and 
Turkey and Britain disagreed over 
Mosul. It was finally stipulated’ in the 
treaty that if the two governments could 
not reach an agreement on Mosul, the 
question should be referred to the council 
of the league of nations. Lord Curzon 
assured Turkey that she would have a 
temporary place in the league council, 
with the power of veto, so that nothing 
could be decided without her consent. 


With that understanding: Turkey signed 
the treaty. : 

The two government failed to reach 
an agreement as to Mosul. The ques- 


| tion was thereupon referred to the 


council, which claimed the right to decide 


assurance to Turkey. Turkey protested. 
The league council then referred to the 
“world court” the question of its power 
to fix the boundary. On the court was a 
British judge but no Turkish judge. The 
court advised that the council had power 
to fix the boundary, without regard to 
Turkey’s vote. Thereupon the council 
awarded Mosul to Great Britain. 


| The court created by the league of na- 


tions did the work for which it was 
created. Mosul, belonging to Turkey, 
was taken without its consent and given 
to Great Britain, on the advice of the 
league court. This is the court which, 
under the imposing name of “Permanent 
Court of International Justice,’ Ameri- 
cans are asked to support. 
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From saving souls at $5 a week to trimming 
soles at $50 is stepping some.

The reverend 
George has therefore ‘‘accepted a position’’ in 
a shoe factory where he is able to earn $50 
weekly at trimming the soles of the shoe 
which can be worn by those liberal souls of 
Brockton, who have evidently heard that sal- 
vation is free and want it only at that price. 
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DANGEROUS PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

If anything were needed to convince Con- 
gress of the imperative need of additional pub- 
lic buildings in Washington to house the army 
of.government employes and to provide for the 
security of valuable public documents, it is 
found in the information: given to the House 
appropriations committee. This information 
discloses that no less than eleven temporary 
buildings now occupied by departmeents of the 
government and housing hundreds of Federal 
employes are in such a dangerous condition 
because of the inroads of decay that there is 
imminent danger of their collapse. 

These buildings which form a part of the 
group of temporary structures in Potomac 
park and on the Mall, erected during the war, 
are in such rotten condition, it is reported, 
that it has been found necessary to use jacks 
under the lower floors to prevent them from 
sagging and falling in. In many instances 
huge files and heavy furniture have had to be 
shifted from place to place to relieve the strain 
on certain portions until repairs can be made. 
The office of public buildings and grounds has 
asked for a deficiency appropriation of $140,- 
000 to make repairs to buildings used by the 
government, but this amount will not allow 
for any improvements. It will cover only the 
replacement of rotten wooden-posts by con- 
crete ones. 

Such a condition is dreadful to contemplate. 
These buildings should not be repaired. They 
should be torn down. Human lives are at 
stake. In June, 1893, the Ford’s Theater 
building, occupied byeemployes of the record 
and pension division of the War Department, 
collapsed with a loss of many lives. The dis- 
aster was caused by the failure of temporary 
supports placed under the lower floor by the 
contractors while they were making repairs 
to the building. 

Danger always lurks in jacking up a build- 
ing. Undoubtedly every precaution has been 
taken by the officers in charge of the repair of 
these decayed buildings to guard against col- 
lapse, but such calamities occur in spite of 
seemingly adequate precautions. 

The lives of thousands of employes are in 
jeopardy at this moment. Who will pay the 
forfeit if these lives are lost? How will Con- 
gress exculpate itself if wholesale death occurs 
through its negligence and delay? Will it pay 
$5,000 for each life sacrificed, as it did in the 
case of the Ford theater disaster?

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WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 


Three weeks ago last Saturday afternoon a 
gang of hijackers descended upon the govern- 
ment bonded warehouse of the MeGinnis dis- 
tillery in the isolated hamlet of Carrolton, 
Md. It was late, just about dusk, and the 
Treasury guards, who should have been on 
the job, were all away. There are supposed 
to be five of these men, each armed with auto- 
matics and shotguns, to protect the property 
which the United States authorities hold, but 
do not own. On the top of the building is a 
strongly built watch tower, into the four sides 
of which are cut slots big enough to afford an 
outlook and through which the sentinel might 
easily ‘‘pot’’ any marauder—or a score of them. 
In that tower are electric switches controlling 
every light in and around the building. But 
the watchman was off—it was Saturday after- 
roon, and the Federal guards were away on 
private business or pleasure. 

The hijackers evidently knew that the coast 
was clear. They descended in force and easily 
overpowered the two outside watchmen, em- 
ployed by the distillery company. They trussed 
these boys.up with telephone wire and laid in 
wait for the returning Federal employes. They 
got them as they arrived. Confederates brought 
up a score of automobiles and for several] hours 
the gang worked at removing the liquor stored 
on the racks, They got away with 63 barrels, 
but daylight approached before they could load 
up the remaining ten barrels, which they had 
removed to the outside of the building. 

On Tuesday last seven special agents of the 
Treasury Department went to Carrollton to 
“check up.’ The department is confident that 
this was ‘‘an inside job,”’ and, of course, in-

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SENATOR HARRISON ON THE TARIFF. 

In his address in the Senate Monday, 
against the policy of protection, Senator Pat 
Harrison quoted and questioned The Wash- 
ington Post of January 10, in which it says 
editorially: 

Practically nothing the farmer buys, 
except clothing, has an import duty. 

This is literally true, since the farmer buys 
domestic or American-made commodities, on 
which there are no import duties. And even 
in the matter of clothing, unless he buys im- 
ported commodities, there is no import duty. 

In the long list of commodities_recited by the 
senator from stump pullers to safety pins, the 
farmer pays not a cent import duty unless he 
insists upon purchasing imported articles. 

Senator Harrison wishes ‘to create the im- 
pression that the priees of these domestic com- 
modities are increased to the farmer in an 
amount equal to the tariff on foreign articles. 
As a matter of fact the farmer pays less for 
his clothing, fuel, metals and building mate- 
rials, chemicals and household furnishing now 
under a protective tariff than he did between 
1917 and 1920 under a low or revenue tariff 
which Senator Harrison voted for in 1913. In 
1919 and 1920, under the senator’s low tariff, 
the farmer’s clothing cost from 54 to 80 per 
cent more than it does today, under a protec- 
tive tariff. 

The quoted statement from The Washington 
Post will bear close analysis and examination. 
It is good authority. 
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' What’s the matter with the compilers of the 
Congressional Directory? It was bad enough 
to omit the name of Prohibition Commissioner 
Haynes. Now it is discovered they have left 
out that of Traffic Director Maurice O. Eld- 
ridge. Of course, Mr. Eldridge’s name did not 
appear in the-vdirectory of the Sixty-eighth 
Congress, but that does not matter. The per- 
sons who make up the official roster of those 
who have relations with Congress ought to be 
more careful. Everybody in the government 
service can not be an Abou Ben Adhem, but 
surely none who has any claim for the distinc- 


tion should be denied the privilege of having | 


his name among those present. 


TOO TECHNICAL. 


There are times when a State officer might 
be justified in ignoring the order of a court 
without subjecting himself to punishment or 
even censure. ‘The opportunity presented it- 
self to the State mining inspector of Oklahoma 
recently, when 93 miners were entombed in a 
mine at Wilburton, in that State, but the in- 
spector seems to have lacked the necessary in- 
telligence to act. 

Last September the Federal judge for the 
district issued an order restraining and for- 
bidding men who refused to work under the 
1917 agreement to enter upon mine property. 
When the disaster occurred in the Degnan-Mc- 
Connell mine the only men who were available 
for rescue work with a knowledge cof under- 
ground conditions were some of those who 
came under the ban of the court. One of these 
striking miners begged the inspector to permit 
him to enter the mine, with other strikers who 
are familiar with the workings, for the purpose 
of attempting ‘to rescue the entombed men. 
But the inspector rejected the offer, and de- 
clared that he had a group of other men upon 
whom he would call if he thought they could 
be of assistance. The striking volunteers 
wanted to attempt the rescue and find out for 
themselves whether ‘‘they could be of assis- 
tance.’’ 

It would appear to the outsider that the 
mining inspector of Oklahoma is altogether too 
technical in his interpretation of the court 
order. When human life is at stake even a 
State official should be willing to take a 
chance, even if in so doing he violates a court 
order designed to protect property rather than 
life. : |

“The standard of cooperation 
and agsistance rendered by the po- 
lice department in the past has 
been of a high order and, with 
proper cooperation by all depart- 
ments interested, it will maintain 
that same high standard.” 


Higher Fees Disapproved. 


The commissioners also refused 
to concur in the proposals contained 
in the bill to increase the fee for 
operators’ permits from $1 to $5; to 
permit a higher rate of speed than 
22 miles an hour on boulevards ex- 
cept in outlying districts; to give 
a victim of an automobile accident 
a lien on the car of the offender; to 
allow an operator whose permit has 
been revoked to appeal to the 
courts. 

The proposal to give jurisdiction 
in all traffic cases to the police 
court was approved, but the number 
of additional assistants to the cor- 
poration counsel asked to prosecute 
the cases was reduced from three to 
two. The report of the commission- 
ers declared: 

“It was to be expected that a cer- 
tain amount of confusion and dis- 
satisfaction should arise with the 
promulgation of the new regula- 
tions.

RUSSIANS MAY HEAR 
U. S. IN RADIO TEST 


Leningrad and Moscow Are 
Asked to Listen; Sun ° 


May Interfere. 


New York, Jan. 19 (By A. P.).— 
Russian participation in the inter- 
national radio broadcasting tests 
next week will be welcomed, it was 
said today by the rddio week com- 
mittee. Arrangements will be made 
to have stations in South America, 
Canada and the United States try to 
reach Leningrad and Moscow. 

At least eight stations on the 


North American continent should be 
audible in Russia unless a sunrise 
intervenes, L. A. Nixon, executive 
secretary of the committee, said. 
Distance broadcasting; he asserted, 
to be successful, must be done in 
darkness, and the location of Rus- 
sia makes this difficult. The com- 
mittee believes, however, that if 
Russian listeners tune in between 
11 and 12 p. m., New York time, 
from Sunday to Thursday during 
Aadio week they will hear one or 
more of the powerful North Amer- 
ican stations. The committee will 
also ask stations in Peru and other 
South American countries to try to 
reach Leningrad and Moscow.

Zihiman Declares Traction 
Companies Have Made 
No Serious Move.

UTILITIES COMMISSION * 
HELD TO BE INADEQUATE 
Blanton and Reid Engage in 
Frequent Tilts at Hearing; 
Bell Testifies. 


Punitive measures to force the 
local traction companies to effect a 


merger, the way for which was 
paved by the last Congress, gained 
strong favor among members of the 
House District committee yesterday 
following the second hearing by its 
subcommittee on the general trac- 
tion situation. 

Following the hearing, Chairman 
Zihiman said he was convinced that 
no serious effort had been made 
toward grouping the _ properties 
with consequent reduction of oper- 
ating expenses, and little action to 
that end was likely to be taken 
unless the companies were prodded. 

A poll of the full committee dis- 
closed that were the bills abolish- 
ing the public utilities commission 
the only matter before it, the ma- 
jority of committee mempers 
would seriously consider a favor- 
able report to the end with a view, 
as olf; member expressed it, of 
“throwing the traction companies 
back on their 5-cent fare charter 
provision, and making them scuf- 
fle for themselves.’’ 


Pablic Declared Safferer. 


The first two hearings have de- 
veloped, it was declared, that the 
commission and the courts to- 
gether have served as a protection 
for the traction companies alone, 
with the public having little voice 
in the matter. . 

As explained by Engineer Com: 
missioner J. Franklin Bell, who 
again appeared before the commit- 
tee yesterday, the commission has 
fixed valuations on the companies’ 
properties, and they have been 
boosted by the'courts. The com- 
mission, carrying out its obliga- 
tion, has had to fix rates tending 
to insure a fair return on these 
valuations. 

But the commission has been 
unable to go into the thousand 
and one things that bear on the 
companies’ operating expenses. Col. 
Bell disagrees with members of the 
committee that charges of watered 
stock and manipulations have any 
influence in the valuations. Repre- 
sentatives Frank Reid, Illinois, and 
Blanton, Texas, have made known 
that they intend to show that 
they do. 

In connection with the commis- 
sion’s purported inadequacy to han- 
dle its affairs, their bill to reor- 
ganize it, providing for the addition 
of an engineer and lawyer to the 
present body, together with the em- 
ployment of a people’s counsel, was

AESPIGH! INTRODUCES 
JAZZ INTO Hild oYMPHONY 


Guest Conductor of Philadel- 
phia Orchestra’ Gives 
Brilliant Concert. 


OWN COMPOSITIONS GiVEN 


That the spirit of American jazz 
has influence even in the sacred 
classic precincts of modern Italian 


music was amply demonstrated in 
the all-Respighi program given by 
the Philadelphia orchestra at the 
auditorium yesterday with Otto 
Respighi, the famous Italian com- 
poser, as guest conductor of the 
concert. The concert was under the 
local management of the T. Arthur 
Smith Concert bureau. 

The opening movement of Signor 
Respighi’s new symphonic poem, 
“Pini di Roma’’ (Pines of Rome), 
which was performed here for the 
first time, has many elements of 
jazz motif in its make-up. Its cen- 
tral theme was the Italian equiva- 
lent of a game of “Ring Around 
Rosy” in the pines of the Villa Bor- 
ghese with merry children at play; 
their shouts, shrill cries and the 
twitter of swallows were done a la 
Gershwin and to Paul Whiteman’s 
taste. 

The modern note was struck 
again in the third movement, when 
lacking a nightingale similar to 
that immortalized by Keats, the 
composer boldly substituted his di- 
vine song as caught on a phono- 
graph record, probably the first 
time a phonograph ever has been 
used in symphonic music. 

The final movement of Pini di 
Roma is a stirring march with a 
magnificent finale in which Signor 
Respighi rose to his full height as 
aconductor. By every wile known 
to the art of conducting, he drew 
from the matchless musicians of the 
Philadelphia orchestra thunderous 
melodies and sparkling climaxes. 

Altogether the concert justified 
the advance prediction that Wash- 
ington would find this gifted Italian 
a ‘‘master of symphonic style.”’

Prohibition Assailed 
By Jersey Governor 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 19 (By A. 
P.).—Gov. A. Harry Moore gave 
restoration of States’ rights as his 
watchword today in an inaugural 
address in which he urged the New 


-Jersey legislature to memorialize 


Congress to modify the Volstead 
act, asked repeal of the State pro- 
hibition act and suggested the de- 
struction of the ‘‘anthracite monop- 
oly”’ by creation of a tristate com- 
mission, operating competing mines 
and a coal-carrying railroad. 

The third consecutive Democratic 
governor of an otherwise Repub- 
lican State declared the eighteenth 
amendment ‘‘the crowning act in a 
series of recent developments, all 
tending to destroy State rights.’’ 
The Antisaloon league he attacked 
as ‘‘a body inimical to popular gov- 
ernment.’”’

FORMER CAPITAL

The Rev. H. D. Mitchell Was 
at Metropolitan Memorial

‘region was a scene of mighty ex- 
| plosions of volcanoes. Then clouds 
lof broken rock were sent up instead 
of hot water, and lava poured down 
upon the region around. 

Remains of lava-made rocks are 
to be found today, and many of 
, them héve strange forms. Worn 
'by winds and rains, these rocks 
/seem to look like things of which 
'men speak. One of these rocks has 
been named the ‘‘Devil’s Hoof,” be- 
cause the top of it looks like the 
cloven hoof of a beast. 

There are hot springs in the Yel- 
'lowstone region in which the water 
‘is ever boiling. One of the early 
explorers came back to his home 
town and told of cooking fish in 
these boiling springs. He was not 
believed, but since his time many 
'a traveler has done that very thing. 

The same old explorer told an- 
other tale: he had leveled his gun 
at a bear, and had fired; but a mo- 
ment after pulling the trigger he

The woman was shot through the 
hip following a drinking party in 
Shore’s apartment. 

According to the testimony in- 
troduced by Attorneys Wampler 
and Given, counsel for Shore, the 
woman became angry at Shore and 
threatened him with a_ butcher 
knife and a frying pan. She tes- 
tified that she did not have either 
the pan or the knife in her hand 
when Shore fired. The latter was 
not involved in the drinking party.

ALLEGED ROBBER HELD 


First degree murder is charged 
against Edward Lewis, colored, in 
an indictment returned yesterday 
by the new grand jury. Lewis is al- 
leged to have shot Gertrude Eger- 
ton, also colored, at a Christmas 
dance at 818 Twenty-third street 
northwest on December 25 last. 
The woman died the next day. The 
grand jury ignored a charge of 
homicide against John Willlams, 
colored, in connection with the 
death of Fannie Chism, also colored, 
in Georgetown on Christmas day. 
The woman died from burns result- 
ing from contact with either an oil 
lamp or an oil stove. 

Three youths who are held re- 
sponsible by the police for numer- 
ous store burglaries, were indicted 
on four charges of housebreaking 
and larceny. William W. Bowman, 
James Mothershead and John Berk- 
ley are defendants in three indict- 
ments and Berkley and Mothers. 
head are defendants in the fourth 
indictment. One indictment com- 
plains of the theft of 700 cigars, 
8,640 packages of cigarettes, a cash 
register and $25 which, it is al- 
leged, were taken from the store 
of Joseph Fishman, at 212 Tenth 
street northwest on December 1. 
Another cash register is mentioned 
in another indictment together with 
$2.50 in cash which the three de- 
fendants are alleged to have taken 
from the store of Ernest D. Thorne 
at 1700 First street northwest on 
December 4. 

Frank Tunnell, of Texas, was in- 
dicted on a charge of grand larceny. 
He is alleged to have taken $520 
from the cashier at Childs’ restau- 
rant, Pennsylvania avenue near 
Fifteenth street northwest, on 
December 29. Tunnell was ar- 
rested by Detective Alligood imme- 
diately after the alleged theft. The 
names of other persons indicted 
and the charges against them will 
be found in the — legal record of 
The Post.

A few minutes later, Mrs. Bohannon 
heard a shot and, running up- 
stairs, found her husband dying 
with a bullet wound in the temple. 

No motive for Mr. Bohannon’s 
act could be given by the .family. 
In addition to Mrs. Bohannon, he 
is survived by a son and a daugh- 
ter, William H. Bohannon and Mrs. 
Alfred H. Roderick.

NEWMAN DEMOTION 
WILL BE ONLY ONE. 
BULLOU DECLARES 


Superintendent Denies That 
Action Is Part of General 
CONN SHAKE: Up. 


WALKOUT OF PUPILS 
REGARDED AS ENDED 
successor to Ousted Principal 
May Be Considered by 
Board Today. 


Demotion of Capt. Arthur C. 
Newman, from the principalship of 
Armstrong technical, colored high 
school, which will be considered by 
the Board of Education in regular 


meeting 3:30 o'clock this afternoon 
in the Franklin school, is not a part - 
of any general shake-up among the 
teachers and executives of the col- 
ored public schools. 

This was made clear yesterday 
by Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of schools, and Garnet C. 
Wilkinson, assistant superintendent 
in charge of colored schools. Their 
statements were made to put an end 
to rumors that the Newman demo- 
tion is only a part of a general 
shake-up which will involve many 
teachers and supervisory officers. 

No teacher or supervisor, Dr. Bal- 
lou declared, will be demoted be- 
cause of the lack of academic or 
other qualifications, which were not 
demanded of them at the time of 
their appointment. 


Ballou Rule Followed. 


This rule, which has been laid 
down by Dr. Ballou, will be fol- 
lowed in all of his recommenda- 
tions, Mr. Wilkinson said. 

With 836 pupils reporting at 
their desks yesterday school offi- 
clals declared they considered the 
strike of the pupils, because of the 
recommendation for the principal’s 
demotion made by the personnel 
committee of the board of educa- 
tion, virtually at an end. Mrs. 
Coralie F. Cook, colored board 
member, is chairman of the per- 
sonnel committee. 

Whether Capt. Newman's suc- 
cessor will be chosen at the meet- 
ing of the board of education this 
afternoon has not been determined, 
it was said yesterday. Whether a 
nomination will be made will not 
be determined until shortly before 
the regular board meeting, when 
the program for the meeting is 
prepared by EF. C. Graham, presi- 
dent of the board, and Dr. Ballou 
and his assistants. 

The meeting this afternoon, it is 
expected, will be crowded with 
parents and representatives of the 
pupils, who have declared their 
purpose to appeal to the board 
against Newman’s demotion. Some 
threats have been made to take the 
matter to Congress for investiga- . 
tion if the demotion is approved by 
the board. In the face of these, 
however, school officers declare 
they have no intention of changing 
their recommendation for demotion. 


Trade Board Committee 
Studies School Problems 


School building, school ventila- 
tion, the Gasque bill and junior col- 
lege legislation were considered by 
the public schools committee of the 
Board of Trade yesterday. 

A committee of three will be 
named to confer with Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools Ballou and the 
Board of Education to find out how 
the Board of Trade committee can 
best help them in the five-year 
building program. 

A committee of five will investi- 

gate the Gasque bill providing for 
election of members of the Board 
of Education, with reference to a 
constitution of public school poli- 
cies, committeemen learning that 
enactment of this legislation would 
mean the creation of a new Board 
of Education. 
School ventilation, particularly 
the present lack of forced ventila- 
tion at.the Chevy Chase .school, and 
legislation providing a junior col- 
lege as part of the public school 
system, also will be investigated. 


League Formed to Protest

the matter of Newman’s demotion, 
in interest of a change of school 
system, to whereyer a hearing may 
be obtained. Mrs. Ira Wright was 
named vice president, Simeon Cun- 
ningham secretary and Clinton 
Burke treasurer. 

Several Armstrong students ad- 
dressed the meeting, declaring 
their intention to strike in case 
Capt. Newman js demoted today by 
the board. Picketing of Franklin 
building, if an organization for the 
purpose can be developed, was ad- 
vocated by Armond W. Scott.
